TheTravels of A SHILLING, 

S in JE S O P's Days Inanimate Things 
were made to Speak, So Here a SHILLING is In- 
troduced giving the Following Account of it Self. 
I was Born (iaid the Shilling) in Atjierica, and 
brought over in an Ingot by Sir Walter Ra-ivleigh to> England,^ 
in the Year 1586.

Elizabeth'' s Shillinp. (he lh»uld never be ivithout Mrnev, 



After this I Ramb!ed from Pdcket to Pocket till 

the Civil Wars, when I was Employed in Raifing Soldiers : 

For being of a very Tempting Breadth, a Serjeant made 
efe of me to Jnvcig'e Young Country Fellows, & Lilt them. 

And as foon as he had made One Man Sure, his Way was 
to oblige him to take a SJiilling of a more homely Figure, 
and then to Practice the Sa/,':^ 7ruk upon Another. 

Thus I was F,)T>ployed for fome time, till one Morning, my 
Serjeant made ale of me to Seduce a Milk-Maid j i'be Wench 
Befit me, and gave me to her Sweet-Heart, applying with 
me the uiual Form of To my L-jrue, and From viy La^ue: 

The F'ellow Drank me out at an Ale-houli;, wiiere I was 
beaten Hat with a Hammer, and again fet a Going, 

From tiiis Ale-houfe I Travell'd from Hand to Hand, till the 
Long parliament new Cloathed ME, and fome Few more 
o[' as, and made- us Wear a Monfirous Fair of Breeches. 




in this odd Drefs, I looked rather like a Medal than a Coin^ 

For which Reafon a Gamclter laid hold of me, and 
converted me to a Counter, having got fome Dozens of us for 
that- Ufe. We led a Melancholy Life in his PoffeJJion, being 
fcufv at thofe Hours wherein Current Coin is at Reft : 

But at length I had the good Luck to fee my Mailer Break : 

By which Means I was again fet Abroad under my Primitive 
denomination of a SHILLING, and was Sent to a Young' 
Spendthrift, in Company vi^ith the Will of his Deceafed Father. 

The Young Spark finding himfelf Cut off from a fine 
'Eilate by my being made a Prefent to him, was m fuch a 
FaiTion, that he moft heartily Curfed me, and Squirred me 
away from him, as far as he could Fling me. 

I chanced to light under a dead W-11. where a Poor Cava- 
Jif-r cart his Eye upon me, and to his great Joy took me up, • 
Carried' me to a Cook's Shcp, and Comfortably Dined on me. 

Thus f Rambled till K. WiUiaf7ii Reign, When an Artifl 
with an LW/^'m/Jv/ Pair of Sheers Cut my Titles, Clipped my 
2r;'/n:% and Retrenched my Shape to my Inmoft Ring. 



Being thus Curtailed, and Disfigured, I fiiould have been 
Afhamed to have ihewn my Head, had not moft .of my old 
Acquaintance been reduced to the fame lhameful Figure.-— For 

Selamen Miferis^ Soc'ws habu'ijfe Doloris. Sen. 

In the midft of this general Calamity, we were all Called 
in, and thrown into the Furiiace, and (as it often hr.ppens 
with Cities rifing out of a Fire) appeared with greater Beauty, 
by having a Face Once more Stampt upon us. 




In this New Drefs, I came into the Hands of the late Dr. 
Ratcliffe, who employed me on the following Occafion. 

The Doftor being forely troubled with a vexatious Corn, 
had the Curiofity to let a certain Itinerant Corn Doftor (that 
Cried his Trade in the Streets, Corns to Cure J Jay his Two- 
Penny PJaifter on his Corn, for which the Doftor generoufly 
offering M E to him, the Com Dodor as ■ generoufly excufed 
Accepting of me with the Following Compliment, Sir, 

WE DOCTORS never Take Money of one another. 

Upon which, The Dr. call'd him Rafcal, & bid him hz gone. 

After this, my Employment was very much in going of 
ERRANDS : Sometimes I Fetclit a Play-Book, Sometimes a 
Pint of Wine, & Often (what is call'd) a Dozen of Beer, 

In Bargains I was given as an Earneft. At Chriji-mas to a Box'. 

Now and tlien I accompanied a Sub Vcsva, Frequently I 
went to ,a Juftice for a Warrant, and often had the Satisfac'Hon 
to Treat a iempler at a Twelve Penny Ordnary, Or Carry 
him, and Three Friends in a Ccacli. to WeJiminfier.UalJ. 

Innumerable are the times that I liave been fent for a Vad 
of Cards; V try of.en for Twelve -Penny-worth of Oyficrs, 

And Frequently given after Dinner to a Waiting iTervant. 

During Summer Seafons I often Treated P(;ople with Cnktrs 
and Ale m the Fields, Or Regaled fome Joumspnar. Jaxh, .; 
with Eight and Forty Morfels at a Farthing Pye-Houfe. ' 

After this I Tra-velled from Hand to Hand to the Bath. 
where a Gentleman Chathed me in a Yello-w Li^very, defuvi)iri<; 
me for' a Prelent to his God-Child, but, having brcuy lu nsc 
to London, his Pocket was Pieiit of me in Tkerfireet. 



TJie PerCon that had me, thniking they had got a Guincnt 
went to Put me off as Such, but being difcovered, I was (to 
hinder my travelling in any fuch Capacity) Cut in Two, and 
my Owner Sold me at the Mint for Elemen Pence. 

Here I was again thrown into the Furnace, from whence \ 
appeared A New, with the Bull of King G'EORGE the Jld. 




And I am again as Ready now to Lift vSoldiers (if need 
fbculd lie) Or Carry any Perfon a Mile in a Hackney Coach, 

Or Fcich a Warrant, a Pint of Wine, or a Pack of Cards, 

Or Gp of Any other Tnjoehe-Pemty Errand, as Ever. 

In this New Drefs I was carried to Ihlland, where I was 
m>:ch vexed to be Changed for 1 1 Paultry Dutch Stuyvers. 

But ti)e Perfon that took me carrying me to Dublin, I there 
had the joy to fee my felf valued at Thirteen Pence. 

I happily came again to England, ^ni. was Paid at Harrold in 
Bedford/life, to one Mr. HULL a Clockmaker in that Tov^n. 

Mr. HULL coming to London, Bought with ME, and Four 
more of my own Rank an ANODYNE NECKLACE, 

Of Whofe Succefs, he fenr the Following Account.
